Tho wind 
can not blow off his hat who has none, and 
shoos aro troublosomo appliances among 
people whoso manner of life and general 
economy aro those of vagrants and beggars. 
In tbe warm weather they uniformly go 
barefoot. 
In winter thny envelop thoir foot 


in bundles of rags. 
Tbo women are moro 


picturesque in tho matter of dross than tho 
mon. Thuy are excessively fond of orna- 
ments and often wear strings of jingling 
piasters or other small coins around the 
head nnd nociL 
In Roumania tbo housas 


of tbo tsigans or gypsies are subterranean. 
A fuw mole bills scattered over tho plain 
iadicuto tbo proximity of a. village of tbe 
gypsio;. 


The gypsy's horse, or rather his donkey, as 


they generally prefer that animal, resumes 
his migratory caroor at the first croaking of 
tho frogs of spring, (or then tho gypiy ba- 
takes himself again to th'o more romantic 
life of tho tont. Although hia lot is not 
oijviablo ho is an animal that sooJ much of 
tho world in tho lower walks of life, Thoro 
is a certain music in the braying of t:iat 
animal mo.it agreeable to tbo travolor.

by it in tho solitudes of eastern Europu, 
having learned from orporienco that where 
there aro donkeys mon aro sure to bo 
found, as well as tho con verso of tho propo- 
sition namely, that whore there are men 
tiioro will ba donkeys In spite of themselves.

Tho use of knives and 


forics doss not belong to their politeness, and 
thoso simple children of nature sloep sweetly 
upon tbo naked bosom of their mother 
earth. To their articles of furniture miist 


j be added the few implements with which 


tbo gypsy pursues his particular croft, tbo 
bunglinz apparatus of the gold-'washor, tho 
tniniaturo anvil and bellows of tbo smith, 
and tho rude musical instruments of tho 
wandering minstrel* 


Bread is noc often baked among them, 


since that which is stolen or bogged is con- 
sidered superior to tbe homo manufacture. 
\Vator is their usual beverage. Tbey havo, 
however, an inordinate lovo of brandy, 
from tbo fact that it induces tntoiication 
more speedily. Tho gypsies ore tho most 
perfect specimens of omnivorous animals to 
to bo found in tbe entiro natural kingdom. 
Griselini gives a long catalogue of things 
they do uot oat, among which aro beans, 
onions, porch and pheasants. I havo ro- 
poatedly soon them consuming tho most 
common of tbo above articles, and suppose 
that their abstinence from tbo others arises 
merely from tho difficulty of obtaining 
thorn, _
